ORDER 

New Delhi, the 3rd September 1968 

SO. 3129 /IDRA/ 15/68—Whereas the Central Government is of the opinion 
that the industrial undertaking known as Messrs. British India Corporation Limited, 
Kanpur (hereinafter referred to as the undertaking), consisting of three units, (i) 
Cownpore Woollen Mills, Kanpur, (ii) New Egerton Woollen Mills Dhariwal 
and (lii) the North West Tannery and Shoe Factory (Cooper Allen), is being 
managed in a manner highly detrimental to the woolen textile and leather and 
leather goods industries and to public interest; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 15 of the 
Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), the Central 
Government hereby appoints Shri Ram Lubhaya Obhrai, Retired Judge, High 
Court of Assam, for making a full and complete investigation into the circumstan¬ 
ces of the case in relation to the undertaking. 
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
